THE FIFTEENTH AMENDMENT, 


Probability That It will be Declared 
Adopted Belore Spring. 
[From the World of Tuesday.) 

The President responded yesterday to the 
resolution of the House of Representatives 
requesting wflormation as to what State Legis 
latuses bad retiied Ue proposed fifteenth 
constitutional smendment, The President's 
lufommation was In a crade state, and, besides, 
oritted to include the ratification by the State 
of Alabama, which took place November 16. 
We pre. ent ap *valysis of the record, in order 
to sfford inqulrers an idea of the real situation 
on the amendment: 

There being thirty-seven States in the 
Unio., aud the Constitution requiring the 
assent of three-fourths of the States to give 
eflect to a pa amendment, the rutilica- 
tion by the ialatures of twenty-eight is 
therefore necessary.
